Straus Is on Way Out, but No Radical 
Shifts in Reclamation Policy Ejected

Michael W. Straus U on Uib way out 
reclamation commissioner and 
hta successor la likely to follow more 
conservative policies lh tho reclama- 
tion bureau's actlvlUe* throujhout 
the 17 western state*. 

The new reclamation boea wffl be 
committed however, to carrytae out 
many of tho mulU-mUllon-dollar 
programs Straus hat overseen for 
years. Tor tfcl* reascn. the west 

should — not — expect ini radical 

changes In overall operatlona of The 
agency Immediately after tha Re- 
publicans take over. 

Straus announced his Intention to 
resign at the recent annual con- 
vention of the National Reclamation 
muiociatlon In Long Beach, Calif. 
There has been considerable spec- 
ulation on who the new Heputllcan 
administration might appoint to the 
post, but so far no word has come 
from Gov. Douglas McKay. Oregon, 
who will be new secretary of Interior. 
Tho reclamation bureau la part of 
tho Interior department. 
Among those now In th» bureau 
lentloncd ai posalble eandldatea lor 
commissioner ate E. O.l I^rson, 
reslona! director at Salt Lake City: 
H. T, Nelson, rejional director at 
Boise- Ida., and Avery A- Bateo". 
KBlonnl director at Dewror, Of 
these Nelson ha» been asaotlated 
most closely with McKay through 
work on' the Columbia basin inU-r- 
»Bencrcommltt»-whlch-eoordlaatea 
development of the river baaln. 

Outsiders mentioned for tha Job 
include Val Peterson, retlrlnc OOP 
governor of Nebraska, and Marry 
E Polk- former prealdcnt ot the 
Nhtltmnl Reclamation aasoclaHon 
and president and publisher of the 
WUllslon (N. D.) Herald. 



Whoever gets the job can be ex- 
pected to take hli cue on reclama- 
tion matters from McKay. Rela- 
tively little It known about many 
of the -Oregon -governoT'e- view*,- but 
he generally Is conceded to be "rec- 
lamation-mind ed" and an advocate 
of public power. -However, he.be- 
lleret la letting private firms un- 
dertake power development before 
glvlng-the federal -government a 
crack at ihe Job.

"I am a penny-pin cher. I be- 
ll eve In economy In government. 
But I also believe In the federal
